Friday Discussed Road Bonds 


The Tri County State Road 
NO Committee met with Sen- 
ator E. О. Friday in Clewis- 
ton Thursday. 

The Senator and Commis- 
sioners from Palm Beach, 
Glades, Hendry and Lee Coun- 
ties and other committee mem- 
bers discussed the issues in- 
volved in planning to meet 
Florida road needs under the 
proposed Road Bond Pro- 
gram. 

The complicated, involved 
discussion yielded no clear an- 
swers on the Road Bonding 
program but served to point to 
the drastic Florida road needs 
and to bring to light the many 


complications involved to meet 
ing those needs. 

Lee County Commissioners 
said the proposed construction 
for Lee County under the Road 
Bond program was unsatisfac- 
tory. They could not sup- 
port the program as outlined 
in the present bill before the 
legislature. The programs, 
they said, was one suggested 
by the County Commission, 
but not for four laning as the 
program proposed. There were 
other more important projects 
that needed work and the bill 
did not meet the needs of Lee 
County the delegation stated. 

A substitution of programs 


might bring support from Lee 
County. They said they were 
not complaining about the 
quantity, although it was small, 
but the quality of programs 

Other interest expressed ap- 
proval of a Road Bonding pro- 
gram and were interested in 
the questions of the best type 
of financing and the provis- 
ion for maintenance. 

Senator Friday expressed his 
appreciation to the gathering 
for discussing the problems. It 
will help him talk back to the 
computer backed "experts" of 
the Road Board and tell them 
what local interest see as ur- 
gent needs, he said.

testimony was heard on fair 
wages for field workers in 
sugar cane and fair prices for 
the grower of sugar cane sell- 
ing his crop to a mill. 

“The Agriculture Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Ser- 
vice of the Department of 
Agriculture conducted ће 
hearings for the south Flori- 
da sugar cane growing region 
in Belle Glade. Similar hear- 
ings are held in all sugar pro- 
duction areas, both beet and 
cane. 

Industry representatives test- 
ifying at the hearings were 
George Salley, attorney for se- 
veral area producers and au- 
thority on the sugar industry, 
Sam Knight, grower and pro- 
ducer and John Boyd and 
Fred Sykes, both of United 
States Sugar Corporation. 

Kerry Napuk of Washing- 
ton D. C. representing the 
United Packing House, Food 
and Allied Workers, AFL-CIO 
testified about farm worker 
conditions which he termed 
squalid. 

Also testifying was Mrs. 
Myrtle Waler who presented a 
statement of the National 
Advisory: Committee of Farm 
Labor who recommended 
raise in pay to attract domes- 


tic workers into cane cutting. 

Boyd testified on the price 
paid to farmers and Sykes on 
field labor wages. 

The hearings Sykes said, 
are held annually under the 
Sugar Act which charges to 
Secretary of Agriculture with 
holding the hearings to deter- 
mine labor wages and farmer 
prices. The Secretary will pro- 
bably release his determinations 
on these two items in Septem- 
ber or October. 

The industry underwent oth- 
er hearing in Miami several 
weeks ago to determine grow- 
ing and grinding quotas for 
ihe 1967-1968 season. 

Napuk charged the industry 
with perpetuating squalid con- 
ditions for field labor to main- 
tain a cheap and abundant 
source of farm labor. He said 
there is a $2.80 an hour dif- 
ference in the wage scale of 
the field worker and the un- 
ion protected production wor- 
ker, with the field worker only 
receiving $1.25 ;ап hour. In 
addition, he said, the field la- 
bor works under pemal type 
conditions. 

Napuk advocated an increas- 
ed wage to attract domestic 
labor into the sugar fields.

Questions And Answers On Sanctions 


From State Superintendent of Education, Floyd T. Chris- 
tian, comes a question and answer fact sheet on sanction 
and the position in which it places school officials in employee 
relations and hiring practices, The position of the principal 
and other school officials is, to say the least, awkward with 
employer loyalty and loyalty as a member of an organization 
conflicting. 

Perhaps many will go through the motions of a per- 
sonnel hiring officer of the school board while defeating 
their effectiveness with an anti-policy attitude. Many such 
officials will be walking a moral tightrope and we hope they 
don't fall off. however, we also hope they have teachers in 
the classroom when school starts in September. 

No doubt, some of the teachers before classes this fall 
will simply be warm bodies filling a post, but this will not 
be new. 

It will be interesting to see how much education must 
be hurt in order to help education from the Florida Educa- 
tion Assoc Interesting, that is, unless you 
are personally involved, at which time it becomes a Very 
Importan Matter, not simply interesting, But perhaps, we will 
get lucky and this will be a Very Important Matter for every- 
one, not only those who become personally involved.

CHRISTIAN'S Q's AND A's 

Q. Is the school board required to transmit information 
received from FEA relative to sanctions to its instructional 
personnel? 

A. No. It is not the responsibi 
to transmit to its employees inform: 
organization 

Q. Does FEA have the right to place information per- 
taining to sanctions on school bulletin boards? 

A. No. Unless county board policy permits, a private 
organization has no right to put information on school bulle- 
tin boards. If such information is put up contrary to policy, 
it can be removed. 

Q. At the time of employment, must the superintendent 
or his agent advise the teacher of the existence of sanctions? 

A. No. The county superintendent may exercise his 
discretion regarding this matter. The agent of the superintendent 
or county board would be subject to directives from the county 
superintendent and county board. 

Q. Is a personnel officer, principal or other agent of the 
county board required to report to FEA teachers who accept 
positions in violation of sanctions? 

A. No. The county board may have specific policies pro- 
hibiting such report. Such reports would appear to show bad 
faith on the part of the employing agent. 

Q. Could a principal, personnel officer or other certifi- 
cated personnel have his certificate suspended or revoked for 
failure to comply with sanctions? 

A. No. Section 231.28, Florida Statutes, provides for the 
suspension and revocation of the teaching certificate. Failure

is not a cause for revocation or suspension of the teaching 
certificate. 

Q. Could a teacher be denied membership in FEA for 
failure to comply with sanctions? 

A. It would be within the power of the organization to 
make this decision subject to provisions of its charter and by- 
laws and the right of the individual to seek redress in the 
courts if his rights and privileges are violated. 

Q. Could a teacher who accepts a teaching position in 
violation of sanctions be charged by the Professional Practices 
Commission with violating the code of ethics for teachers and 
as a result be denied a teaching certificate? 

A. No. Apparently, a teacher could not be denied a 
teaching certificate, if otherwise qualified, except for cause 
as provided in Section 231.28, Florida Statutes. 

Q. Under the condition of sanctions, could a teacher who 
is a member of FEA refuse to accept an intern teacher? 

A. The acceptance of responsibility for an interm has 
always been at the discretion of the teacher. This right will 
continue to exist regardless Of the condition of sanctions. 

Q. Under the condition of sanctions, could a teacher 
under contract who refused or failed to report for scheduled 
duty be penalized? 

A. Yes. Section 231.44, Florida Statutes, provides that a 
teacher who is willfully absent from duty shall be subject 
to having his contract cancelled by the county board. Section 
231.28, Florida Statutes, authorizes the State Board to sus- 
pend or revoke the teaching certificate of any person who 
“has refused to comply with regulations of the State Board 
of Education or the county board of public instruction in the 
county in which he is employed.” Furthermore, Section 231.36, 
Florida Statutes, provides that a teacher who violates the terms 
of his contract by leaving his position without first being 
released by the county board “shall be ineligible for employ- 
ment in any school system of the state or any county therein 
for the period of one year from the date of such violation.” 

Q. Under the condition of sanctions, could a teacher 
under contract determine what duties he would perform and 
limit such duties only to actual classroom instruction? 

A. It has been held that the education of youth is not re- 
stricted to the classroom and that extra-curricular activities 
contribute to pupils aptitudes and citizenship. Apparently, these 
activities do not have to be spelled out in the contract docu- 
ment or in the county board's handbook of policies. If the 
activity is approved as a part of the school program and if 
pupils need supervision and guidance and if the duties are dis- 
tributed among the faculty, the supervision of extra-curricular 
activities is the responsibility of the teacher. The teacher 
would be without authority to decide the specific duties which 
he would perform. (Moss v. Parrish 106 N. Y. S., 2d 577; 
McGrath v. Burkhand, 280 p. 2d 864). 

Q. What is the latest date that a teacher under continuing 
contract can resign without prejudice? 

A. The continuing contract form approved by the State 
Board provides that the contract may be terminated by the 
written. resignation of the teacher submitted not later han 
four weeks before the close of school. The close of school 
would be the close of the post-school conference period. The 
entinuing contract may be terminated'at any time by the mu- 
tual consent of the parties concerned. If a teacher did not 
submit his resignation four weeks before the close of the 
school term and if the county board refused to accept his 
resignation at a later date, he would be under contract to ren- 
der service for the next regular school term. 

Q. If a teacher signs an annual contract, would he, under 
the conditions of sanctions, be required to carry out the terms 
of his contract? 

A. Yes. The teacher would be required to render the se 
vices stipulated in his contract unless he is released from. 
contractual obligations by the county board.

Florida, the nation's eighth 
largest state, is only the third 
ever to come under NEA san- 
ctions. Utah, the first, was 
successful in obtaining ап 
average annual teacher salary 
increase of $1,365 (from $5,- 
125 to $6,490), and other im- 
provements in the State's pub- 
lic school system, under the 
impact of group pressure from 
state and national education 
associations in 1964. Okla- 
homa, the second, was equal- 
ly successful in 1965. 

The NEA joined the FEA 
in imposing sanctions against 
Florida on Tuesday, June 6, 
when it censured Governor 
Claude Kirk and his legisla- 
tor allies, and asked its mil- 
lion members to join in the 
sanctions. The NEA announce- 
ment, made in Washington, D. 
C. said Florida's school cli- 
mate had deteriorated since 
1965 and is now "subminimal" 

Governor Kirk, the first re- 
publican to hold that office in 
this century, won election last 
November on a platform that 
included a pledge not to raise
